He stated 
that they took their doctorate degree and entered academic work about the 
same time and correspond with each other and see each other two or three 
times a year at professional meetings. Dre BLUMER went on to say that he 
believes he has a good picture of the employee and that he knew him well 
in non-academic work about 1931 or 1932. He stated that since that time, 
his personal contacts have been somewhat limited because of the nature and 
location of their work, 
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III. RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


Dre BLUMER advised that the employee's reputation, on a 
professionaltasis, is of the highest order, he being one of the foremost 
sociologists of his race in the world. He further advised that Dr. FRAZIER 
is the only person of his race to be President of the American Sociological 
Society which has been in existence since 1895. Dr. BLUMER went on to say 
that he can state quite forcibly that from the standpoint of the employee's 
character and reputation, he is recognized as honest, forthright, cooperative, 
honorable and a man of good sober judgment, bordering on the limits of 
great caution. He stated that Dr. FRAZIER is quite respected in terms of 
his thinking, has a disciplinod mind and the disciplined character that 
goes with it. 


According to Dr. BLUMER, in all of his associations with the 
employee, he cannot think of anything which would suggest disloyalty to our 
government or our way of life, nor does he recall any association with 
individuals or organizations on the part of Dr. FRAZIER that he (BLUMER) 
would think of as subversive in any sense. Dr. BLUMER went on to say that 
in Dr. FRAZIER's era, after World War I, there was an easy tendency for young 
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intellectuals of his race to be easily wooed by radical individuals and 
movements but that Dr. FRAZIER remained quite aloof and detached from such 
influences. Dr. BLUMER stated that the employee's reputation among 
sociologists was that he would never be thought of as "radically inclined." 


Dr. BLUMER stated that to his knowledge, Dr. FRAZIER has 
not been affiliated with individuals or organizations of doubtful principles 
or aims, has not espoused any disloyal or subversive beliefs and that such 
affiliation or action would not be in keeping with the employee's character 

or way of thinking, 


According to Dr. BLUMER, he met Mrs. FRAZIER some years ago 
but his acquaintance with her and other members of the employee's family 
have been quite limited and he cannot comment upon them. 


Dre BLUMER advised that he would have no hesitation or 
qualification in recommending Dr. FRAZIER for a position of trust, 
responsibility or security and believes him eminently qualified for 
the position he presently holds with the United Nations..

Mr. MILTON stated that he knew Dr. FRAZIER as a fellow faculty 
member at Morehouse College from about 1922 to 1921 and as Director of the 
Atlanta School of Social Work from about 1922 to 1927. Mr. MILTON said that he 
was familiar with the circumstances under mich Dr. FRAZIER had resigned as 
Director of the Atlanta School of Social Work around 1927. Mr. MELTON said that 
Dr. JOHN HOPE, now deceased, who was President of the Atlanta School of Social 
Work in 1927, objected to the fact that Dr. FRAZIER had shown a lack of sufficient 
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administrative ability and was apparently being distracted from his duties as 
Director by outside interests such as speeches and writings. As a result 

Dr. HOPE accepted Dr. FRAZIER's resignation. Mr. MILTON said that Dr. FRAZIER 
was an outstanding sociologist. 


Mr. MILTON stated that he was not familiar with specific organizations to which 
Dr. FRAZIER had belonged other than the American Sociological Society, of 
which Dr. FRAZIER was one time president. 


Mr. MILTON advised, although he has known Dr. FRAZIFR for over thirty years that 
his contact with Dr. FRAZIER during the past ten or move years has been infrequent. 
However, he stated that based on his association with Dr. FRAZIER and his reading 
of articles written by Dr. FRAZIER that he believes that Dr. FRAZIER is a loyal 
American citizen who does not actually sympathize with any ideology inimicable to 
the best interest of the United States. Mr. MILTON pointed out, however, that he 
considers Dr. FRAZIER to be an individual who fancies himself 33 an ardent student 
of political science who has on several occasions become very lequacious and 
argumentative concerning various political theories. Mr. MILTON was unable to 
furnish any specific information as to the exact arguments or theories put forth 
by Dr. FRAZIER» Mr. MILTON explained that due to the lapse of time since he has 
had personal contact with Dr. FRAZIER he could not recollect with &ccuracy Such 
arguments. 


Mr. MILTON Stated that he does not recall any statements of un-American character 
made by Dr. FRAZIER. Mr. MILTON pointed out that although he considered Dr. 
FRAZIER entirely loyal, he would not recommend Dr. FRAZIER fa a position of 
trust and confidence because Dr. FRAZIER in the past has indicated that he, 

Dr. FRAZIER, is entirely too argumentative and at times antagonistic with respect 
to his statements relative to political thearies. 


Mr. MILTON stated that he feels that Dr. FRAZIER, possessed with this personality 
and disposition, might easily be misunderstood and even suspected of possessing 
un-American sympathies due to his ill-advised remarks concerning political theories. 


Mr. MILTON advised that he considered that his conclusions in this regard were 
non-specific personal conclusions and observations based upon his thirty years 

acqiaintanceship with Dr. FRAZIER and that he therefore did not care to furnish 
a signed statement or testify before a loyalty hearing board. 


Every effort was made to obtain more definite facts and information from Mr. MILTON 
regarding Mr. MILTON's basis for stating that he did not feel Dr. FRAZIER was 
qualified for a position of trust with the U. S. Government but these efforts 
were unsuccessful.

Dr. CHARLES S. JOHNSON, President, Fisk University, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, advised that he has a personal recollection of EDWARD 
FRANKLIN FRAZIER having been a lecturer at Fisk University. Dre JOHNSON 
stated that the personnel records during the period of time which he was 
at Fisk University were rather sketchy and have not been maintained. He 
is unable to locate any enployment record indicating that FRAZIER was at 
Fisk. Dr. JOHNSON recalled that he came to Fisk University in approxi- 
mately 1928 and stated that to the best of his recollection, he brought 
FRAZIER to Fisk University within one or two years after his arrival. He 
stated that FRAZIER was a lecturer in the Department of Sociology and re- 
mained at Fisk University for a period of approximately four years, Dre 


JOHNSON stated that he considers FRAZIER to be one of the outstanding 
sociologists in the U. 5. or in the world and stated that he had always 
found him to be a man of excellent character and reputation and a person 
whose associates were above reproache Dre JOHNSON stated that he considered 
FRAZIER to be entirely loyal to the U. S. Dre JOHNSON pointed out that 
occasionally FRAZIER, who was very outspoken and who was a rather 
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&ctive individuel, got himself into predicaments which were embarrassing. He 
pointed eut that he recalled within the past several years, Dr. FRAZIER had 
agreed to be the toastmaster or chairmen at a dinner given in honor of & Dr. 
W. E. Ds IS, but subsequent to his agreement to act as such, Dr. DuBOIS 
became involved in a litigation concerning a contempt of congress proceedings, 
end quite a bit of unfavorable publicity resulted with regard to DuBOIS. 

Dre JOHNSON stated that after giving the matter due consideration, FRAZIER 
decided that he would go ahead and act as toastmaster inasmuch es he had known 
DuBOIS for years and that he felt that he should go ahead regardless of the 
publicity. Dr. JOHNSON stated that he pointed this out to indicate the type 
of person that FRAZIER is. He stated that he has no personal knowledge of 
FRAZIER's membership in any organization which could be considered subversive 
end that, in his opinion, FRAZIER is entirely loyal to the U. S. and is opposed 
to Communism.

He stated that to the contrary, it has always been his under- 
standing that FRAZIEREs ideals are the opposite of any Communistio ideals 
and that he has always associated himself with those persons who ere opposed 
to Communism. He pointed out that FRAZIER has married into an old and 
extremely well thought of femily in Baltimore end that he has in-laws 
throughout the entire eastern part of the U. S. He stated that one of 
these in-laws is a Judge DeLANEY whose first name is wnkmow to REDD but 
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who was described by him as being a judge in New York City, He stated that 
DeLANEY and all of the other members of Mrs, FRAZIER's family are known 

to be extremely conservative and have always been known to be anti-Communist. 
He stated that to his knowhedge, FRAZIER has always associated himself

Mr. STEWARD stated he and the applicant were in 
close personal contact and were close friends at Tuskegee 
Institute and later at St. Paul's Normal and Industrial 
School at Lawrenceville, Virginia. He said he has not had 
close personal contact with the applicant since 1918 or 
1919, but they have visited each other and they have 
maintained contact by correspondence. Mr. STEWARD stated 
he was unable to recall the last time he had seen the 
applicant, but it was several years ago. 


Mr. STEWARD stated their mutual interest in 
scholarly work brought the applicant and himself together. 
He said the applicant has written several books but he 
(STEWARD) has only written a few magazine articles from 
time to time. 


Áccording to Mr. STEWARD, the applicant is a 
person of excellent character and reputation, and he regards 
him as a most loyal citizen of the United States. He said 
the applicant has been an upright, honest, straightforward 
citizen who is a very intelligent person and who has

As a result, a 
group of citizens representing many religious, labor, and 
civic groups met to determine what they could do to bring 
about the enforcement of these laws. Thus, the Committee 
was formed, with Dr. Mary Church Terrell, prominent Washington, 
D. C., Negress, as the Chalrman. 


A source on August 29, 1952, reported that members 
of the Communist Party (CP) in Washington, D. C., had been 
urged to participate in affairs and activities of this Committee, 
and William Johnson, identified by this source as a CP member, 
had criticized CP members for not taking a more active part 
in the Committee!s activities. 


This source on January 11, 1954, stated that as of 
this date, the Coordinating Committee for the Enforcement 
of the D. C. Anti-Discrimination Laws was infiltrated by the 
CP, but was not actually controlled by the CP.

d An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards 
of the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amend- 
ment was dated April 26, 196. 


A source, who is familiar with some phases of Com- 
munist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on 
May 18, 1960, that during the time the SCHW was in existence, 
Communist Party (CP) members were members of and worked 
actively in the SCHW. However, since the formation of the 
SCEF, rank and file CP members have not been encouraged to 
work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organization, which he considers a CP 
front organization because it has gone along with the Communist 
Party on certain issues, particularly on the racial question, 
and through the years, certain CP members in the New Orleans 
area have been assigned to work in the organization to further 
CP principles. 


On May 18, 1960, the source advised that in the past 
he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of 
the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual Communist Party 
member, because he followed communist principles. 


The source also advised on May 18, 1960, that many 
people who are officials and members of the SCEF, while 
liberal in their views, are by no means communists. 


The CP-USA has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10/50.
